Preparation eliminates the 
temptation, and thus, the act 
of cheating. Once we accomp- 
lish the goal of eliminating 
cheating, we can truly say we 
have accomplished something 
worthwhile.

After staring at a blank piece 
of paper for fifteen minutes a- 
waiting an inspiration from 
which to draw words of wis- 
dom for student readers I have 
decided to give it up for a lost 
cause. But I don't feel too bad 
about writing without inspira- 
tion, because I now realize that 
it matters not what I say, be- 
cause no one is likely to read 
this anyway.

How 
many times during my college 
years did I exclaim, "If only I 
remembered every word my 
high school teachers had said!" 
If students would only listen 
to the teacher and concentrate 
on what they say! It is pretty 
easy for me to understand some 
practical joking among students 
especially when boys are trying 
to show off for girls (or girls 
for boys) but a consistent lack 
of attention is unfathomable. 


I can't speak for other sub- 
jects but I can say that in band 
or glee club, we could accomp- 
lish three times as much in half 
the time if students only had 
to be told once what to do or 
how to play. 


I may never have the opport- 
unity to write again so I do 
want to leave one other idea 
with whoever reads this far. 


Teaching is an exciting pro- 
fession. In high school I made 
up my mind to be a teacher and 
T entered the profession rather 
reluctantly but after nearly ten 
years of working and observing 
other professions I am certain 
there is nothing so challenging 
or rewarding as teaching school 
There are new experiences 
every hour of very day and 
every day of every year. The 

greatest reward and thrill a 
ndr has is seeing his or her 
students perform at their high- 
est capacity. So students, how 
about giving us a few more 
thrills! *
